KENTUCKY AND PROHIBITION 

If it were possible fur 3(1 states of 
the union to vote Immediately iu favor 
of repeal of tlie prohibition amend¬ 
ment nnd the constitutional change 
should become effective tomorrow it 
would still he unlawful to manufac¬ 
ture or sell intoxicating liquors in 
Kentucky. There are those who insist 
that Kentucky should husteu her voti 
on repeal so that the liquor industry 
that was formerly highly profitable, 
may be restored, providing labor and 
bringing increased revenue to the state 
Hut repeal of the Eighteenth Amend¬ 
ment will not permit Kentucky distil¬ 
leries to resume operation. Not until 
I he prohibition amendment in the Ken- 
tncky constitution is repealed will the 
inaniifaetiiru and sale of liquor he 
legal hi this state. 

The curliest possible time at which 
tlie Kentucky constitution can be 
Hinciideil ts two years hence. Pro¬ 
cedure iu changing the stale constilu- 
ilou requires that the state legislature, 
in regular session, vote to submit tlie 
change in tlie constitution In a vote. 
Tlie vote cannot lie taken until that 
election two years afterwards when 
members of the general assembly are 
elected.

such will not hasten tho day when 
Kentucky distilleries may ho operated. 
They cannot bo opened until tho state 
constitution is amended.

National Kilncatlonnl Director of the 

American Bankers Association, de¬ 
clared In a recent address here before 
the American Institute of Banking. 

"It Is true that wt have had more 
failures In our banks than In the banks 
of a number of other countries," he 
said. "It Is also true that we have had 
more failures In drug stores, grocery 
stores, railroads, and In every other 
type of business enterprise. At the 
same time, It must be said that we still 
have left after all our failures, more 
drug stores, more grocery stores, more 
railroads, and more bnnks than any 
other country." 

People do not realize, he said, that 
we have In excess of 108 banks which 
have been in existence over a century 
and we have more than 2,000 banks 
which have been in existence over 60 
years. 

"In other words, we have more banks 
over 100 years of age than any other 
country—we have more banks over 60 
years of age than any country In the 
world,” he declared. "The American 
banking systsm has not fallen down— 
It Is not In danger of decay. Such fail¬ 
ures as It has experienced are due to 
the price we pay for too rapid develop¬ 
ment of business enterprises, but that 
Is the American spirit.”

tutions, says Professor John Hanna of 
Columbia University In the American 
Bankers Association Journal. 

“Forty ot these are owned entirely 
by the Government,” he says. “In 
twelve more the Government has al¬ 
ready a two-thirds Interest. Thirty- 
seven are intended to be permanent. 
Twenty-five of the permanent ones and 
fourteen of the temporary ones are 
agricultural. 

"The capital stock held by the United 
States In these banks has a par value 
of $1,380,000,000. The Government’s 
total Investment Is nearly $z,000,000,- 
000. Resources ot these Institutions ex¬ 
ceed $3,000,000,000 In addition the 
Government has detailed supervision 
over fifty-one mortgage banks, operat¬ 
ing under Federal charter. 

“The Government also supervises 
4,600 local agricultural loan associa¬ 
tions with Federal charters. All this 
•ikes no account of the relations of the 
Government to the twelve Federal Re¬ 
serve bunks, nor of tlie authority re¬ 
cently given to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to buy preferred 
stock In national and state commercial 
banks." 

The President lias ordered the con¬ 
solidation of the agricultural credit 
agencies into the new Farm Credit Ad¬ 
ministration, says Professor Hanna. 
He expresses the opinion that before 
the consolidation of the agricultural 
liuanclng agencies too much machinery 
had been created to administer the 
financing Institutions which the Gov¬ 
ernment either owns or supervises. 

“Existing Institutions represent a 
considerable differentiation of func¬ 
tion and any consolidations should be 
preceded by a careful survey of the ac¬ 
tual activities of the various Institu¬ 
tions." he continues. “The only con¬ 
solidation the Administration has an
